"I sec problems with every direction, 
from, backwards to forward to standing 
still," Nunn told- reporters at the end of 
nearly seven hours of testimony by le- 
gal experts.

Schlcutcr, a taw professor from St.

At the same time, legal experts said 
that if Congress is going to play a role 
in the debate, it njust provide detailed 
guidance to the White House and mili- 
tary services on whetheV and how to in- 
tegrate gays in military ranks. If it does 
not, warned one expert, the courts may 
abandon a long tradition of deference 
-and stcp-into-thc-fray. — — 

"One can tejadto underestimate the 
tendency of the judiciary to see a prob- 
lem and move to deal with it,” said 
Stephen A. Saltzburg, a law professor at 
George Washington University in 
Washington. 

Several lawmakers grilled experts on 
existing legal precedents that would 
help answer such questions as whether 
the military would be legally obliged to 
provide separate housing and bathing 
facilities for homosexual and heterosex- 
ual soldiers.

'The idols, 3-foot-long figurines carved 
from cottonwood, represent the Com Maid- 
en, a kind of Hopi Mother Earth; her hus- 
band and daughter; and Dawn Woman. 
Coni Maiden’s child was recovered. 1 


Hinton, 36, and fellow pothunter Randall 
Doyle Morris, 35,' who made money for 
years by illegally collecting and selling rare 
Indian pottery and other artifacts, admitted 
stealing the taalawtumsi. 

Eugene Pyle, 44, a former Payson ranch- 
er who no\y lives in Oakland, Ore., says he 
bought the idols for $1,600, then chopped 
them up and burned them in late >1980 or . 
1981 because he thought the FBr was clos- 
ing in. . 

Hinton says he began suffering kidney, 
liver and gall bladder failure a few months 
after stealing the idols. Morris was nearly 
killed in a motorcycle accident 
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Oscar.

Thunderstorms pound Texas plains; rain soaks Northeast

Plains with high wind and large hail while rain spread 
across the Northeast with a threat of small stream flooding. 

• An intensifying low pressure system was centered over 
the Tcxns-Ncw Mexico line, causing tornadoes and severe 
thunderstorms across parts of western Texas. 

A tornado was reported just east of Petersburg. Texas, 
and a funnel cloud was sighlcd near Lubbock, the National 
Weather Scrviic said. 

Hail os big as golfballs was reported at Plainvicw, Floy- 
dada and Wellington and near Lubbock. Spade and 
Carlisle, the weather service said. 

High wind knocked out power and windows at a Lub- 
bock junior high school during the afternoon but no chil- 
dren were hurt. Gusts were measured at 77 mph.

A slowly moving low pressure system located off the 
middle Atlantic Coast produced rain over parts of the East. 

Rain fell during the afternoon across southern and cen- 
tral Maine and New Hampshire, southern Vermont, parts 
of eastern New York state, much of Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island, Connecticut, central and eastern Pennsylvania, parts 
of New Jersey, eastern Virginia, and much of Delaware 
and Maryland.

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WASHINGTON-(AP) —'Nearly 
all of the millions of Americans who 
suffer from depression can be 
helped, the American Psychiatric 
Association said Monday in 
announcing. new treatment 
guidelines. 

“There is virtually no patient with 
major depressive disorder who 
cannot be helped to some degree,” 
said Dr. John McIntyre, the 
association’s president-elect. 

“As many as 85 percent of patients 
with major depressive disorder will 
respond positively to one or more of 
the available treatments.” 

The guidelines arc aimed at 
helping doctors choose for patients, 
over 18 the right mix of drugs, 
psychotherapy and even electric 


shock treatment in some severe 
coses. 

But the association acknowledged 
the blueprint could have a non- 
medical impact, legitimizing forms 
of treatment and making it more 
likely insurers and the Clinton . 
administration’s . upcoming health 
reforms will approve reimbursing 
mentally ill patients. 

“It’s really not a political , 
statement, it’s a clinical statement," 
said Dr. Byram Karasu, who headed 
the task force that spent two years 
developing the guidelines. “We’re 
putting our own shop in order.”

Aspin orders study

WASHINGTON (AP) — Defense 
Secretary Lcs Aspin, in a gently 
phrased rebuff to Joint Chiefs 
Chairman Colin Powell, said Monday 
the Army general’s recommendations 
for revamping, the military’s roles and 
missions don’t go far enough. . 

“Gen. Powell’s report is an

However, Aspin said, he believes a 
new study is warranted. 

“The next step is to tackle the 
larger issues of service airpower 
roles, ground force requirements, 
contributions to overseas presence, 
the proper roles of the reserve 
components and responsibilities in 
peacekeeping," the Aspin statement 
said.

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HIV virus related to rise in tuberculosis 

WASHINGTON — Th,c rise of tuberculosis in the, United States 
is partly due to an increase in HIV-related coses and a growing 
number of infected immigrants, health officials told Congress on 
Monday. * ” — . 

The nation is at a "critical juncture” in regard to tuberculosis, 
said Dr. William Roper, outgoing director of the- Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention, os a House subcommittee reviewed 
the recent outbreak of the disease. 

Tuberculosis, a chronic bacterial infection, is spread through the 
air and usually affects the lungs. U.S. eases had fallen to record 
lows by 1984, but since then, have been on ‘the rise. There were 
26,283 new cases in 1991, an 18 percent rise from seven years be- 
fore. -v- - 

Transmission occurs piost often in crowded environments such 
as hospitals, prisons and shelters where HIV-infected individuals 
make up a growing population, said Dr. Anthony Fauci of the Na- 
tional institutes of Health. 

People infected with HIV, the virus that causes AIDS, are partic- 
ularly vulnerable to tuberculosis, Fauci said. 

TVopical diseases kill 2 million yearly 

WASHINGTON —- Humans arc. losing the battle against some 
major tropical diseases, but scientists see hope in new drugs, paint 
laced with bug killer arid a little help from local witch doctors. 

Eight diseases that affect lands inhabited by half the world’s 
population now kill 2 million people a year, according to Dr. Tore 
Godal, the World Health Organization’s top expert on tropical di?= 
eases. 

Deaths from these diseases will double over the next 20 years, 
and possibly quadruple in the case of malaria, unless new mea- 
sures are taken, he said in an interview. 

Godal said Arteethcr, a new .drug developed from a Chinese 
herb, is the “most rapidly acting nnti-malarial drug ever known" 
and could reduce mortality by half. It is expected to be registered 
in France next year and available for disease control by 1995. ■ ? 

Panel votes to add 2 bases to closure list 

WASHINGTON — An independent panel Monday voted to re- 
store two .California bases to a list of military facilities being con- 
sidered for closure. 

The Defense Base Closure and Realignment Commission, in a 7- 
0 vote, decided toadd McClellan Air Force Base near Sacramento 
and the Presidio of Monterey, the defense language institute, to the - 
.31 bases already on the Pentagon’s latest closure hit list. 

The Air Force and Army had previously nominated the two 
bases for closing, but Secretory of Defense Les Aspin, citing the 
cumulative economic impact on -the Northern California region, 
scratched them from' the list he presented the commission earlier 
this month. ' 

Aspin later suggested the commission add McClellan back to the 
list or recommend closure of another similar base, such os Hill Air 
Force' Bose in Utah. 

The commission also voted, to consider the Naval Air Station in 
Agana, Guam, and the Great Lakes Nnvol' Training Center near 
Chicago for possible closure. 

Arson fire destroys women’s clinic 

• ■ MISSOULA, Mont. — An early-morning arson fire Monday de- 
stroyed a women’s clinic that has been the target of anti-abortion 
protests, authorities said. 

*■; The fire at the Blue Mountain Women's Clinic was reported at 
3:50 a.m. anc^jvas brought under-control by firefighters. The build- 
ing was empty, and no one was injured. 

The Blue. Mountain clinic has been the site of repeated abortion- 
protests. In November 1991, more than 30 abortion opponents 
were arrested on chnrgcs of trespassing and violating a court order 
that barred demonstrations on property. 1 

Fire officials said more than one fire was set inside the building, 
and some type of fuel apparently was used. 

500 inches oFsnow buries Crater Lake 

CRATER LAKE, Ore. — Newcomers didn’t believe the tales of 
day-after-day Winter storms burying Crater Lake National Park.

Relations rocky between commander in chief, military

WASHINGTON — Flanked by two 
stiff Army soldiers in cqccmoninl blues. 
President Clinton somberly told the na- 
tion Friday afternoon that a Navy radar 
plane and its crew from the carrier Roo- 
sevelt had been lost in the Ionian Sea 
between Italy and Greece. 

“Just two weeks ago, I visited the 
USS Theodore Rposcvelt and met the 
fine sailors' and Marines serving their 
nation at sea there," Clinton said.

Raising industrial army as labor 
shortages appear in critical areas

Labor shortages had appeared in the 
United States toward the end of 1942 
and continued to grow in early 1943. 

By midyear, war production started 
to suffer as manpower tightened na- 
tionwide. 

There had been tremendous re- 
serves of manpower at the beginning 
of the war. The economy had still not 
recovered from the Great Depression. 

It had been possible to meet both the 
vast demands of industry and the 
needs of a rapidly expanding military. 
From mid- 1 940 to mid- 1943 the total 
workforce was increased by 6.5 mil- 
lion people, while almost 9 million 
men were drawn into the armed ser- 
vices. Thus, a total of 15.5 million 
new workers had to be found. 

Unemployment disappeared. People 
were initially drawn from agriculture 
and. marginal jobs. But as the demands 
increased in 1943, the economy 
turned to those who had not been par- 
ticipants in the formal labor force be- 
fore, in particular women, teen-agers, 
retirees and the handicapped. New op- 
portunities opened for minorities long 
underemployed due to discrimination. 

Oh March 6, 1943, President 

Franklin Robscvclt appointed a com- 
mittee to study the manpower prob- 
lem. The next day, n program was an- 
nounced by the Department of Agri- 
culture and Selective Service to keep 
■ necessary workers on the farm. These 
were only some of the many initia- 
tives taken to plug gaps in the labor 
market. 

Earlier the War Manpower Com- 
mission (WMC) had announced hiring 
controls in all labor shortage areas. 
These controls were aimed at elimi- 
nating wasteful turnover in essential 
industries and nt directing scarce labor 
to employers in war production. The 
U.S. Employment Service was desig- 
nated the responsible recruiting agen- 
cy. 

A worker who left a job could only 
be hired by another employer engaged 
in activity deemed at least as . impor- 
tant ns the job they left. Thus while 
workers were still free to change jobs,, 
they were only allowed - to move up 
the priority ladder, not down. To pre- 
vent firms from;"pirating" employees, 
on April 17 the . WMC prohibited hir- 
Jng anyonc at a highcr wnge .whqjind_ 
been employed elsewhere in an essen- 
tial activity within the preceding 30 
days. 

In February, the president had de- 
creed by executive order that “no 
plant, factory or place of employment 
shall be deemed to be making the 
most effective utilization of (ts mart- N 
power if the' minimum w.drkweek, 
therein is less than 48S hmjts perT 
week" ' » ' N 
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Firms that oper- 
ated on less than 
.the six-day week 
were forbidden to 
recruit new work- 
ers. The number 
of industries and 
regions subject to 
the long-week re- 
quirement was in- 
creased throughout- the year until it 
was virtually universal. 

By late summer, another incentive 
for war- re I a ted employment was in- 
stituted. Fathers and other workers 
possessing critical skills who had not 



been inducted into the armed services 
or were not at work in essential in- 
dustries would be. placed first on the 
draft rolls. 

A list of critical occupations was 
published os a guide to local draft 
boards. 

The aim was both to get more 
workers to shift to war production 
and to focus the draft at those- Who 
could make a greater contribution in 
uniform than in the factory. 

To send a fighting army overseas 
required raising an industrial army at 
home and Washington assumed the 
power to do both.

Just how strong is North Korea’s Kim Jong II?

— Just four years 
ago, Kentucky's basketball program was in. 
trouble. After their first losing season in 
-•■more than 60 years, the Wildcats’ were 
facing die prospect of stiff NCAA sanctions. 

Now the Wildcats are back in the Final 
Four. Did anyone think the program would 
be restored this soon? t 

“Lord no," rfaid Cawood Ledford,-. 
Kentucky’s play-by-play announcer for 39 
years. “Not this soon. I thought it would be 
four or five years until they were 
respectable.” 

Kentucky will compete in its first Final 
Four since 1^84 on Saturday night when it 
plays Michigan in New Orleans. The 
Wildcats clinched the Squthcast regional 
title during' the weekend with a 106-81 
victory against Florida State.. 

Lcdfoid, who retired from announcing last 
year, was with the Wildcats during the good 
years — two of Kentucky’s five 
championships in 1958 nnd 1978. And he 
was with them for that one Icon season in 
.1989. 

, “It was just a miserable, miserable year,” 
said Ledford, who hasn't decided if he will 
travel to New Orleans to watch Kentucky 
play. “It was the only rotten year in my 39 
-years. They didn’t play well. They had no 
. interest to play.” 

The Wildcats went 13-19 that season, 
their worst record since 1926-27 and 
Kentucky’s most losses ever. Kentucky’s six . 
defeats in Rupp Arena also were a high. 

.In May 1990, NCAA officials considered 
- banning Kentucky’s basketball program. 
Instead, the Wildcats were given three years 
probation, d two-year ban from postseason 
tournaments, a onc-ycar ban from television 
and limitations on scholarships. “Wc'vc 
come back in a hurry,” said Bill Keightlcy, 
Kentucky’s equipment manager since 1962. , 
“'“It doesn’t take a. lot to excite me, but this 
might be the epitome of excitement.” 

Keightlcy points to One person; as the 
reason for thc/Wildcats’ turnaround — r 
coach Rick Pitino, who took' over after 
Eddie Sutton quit in March 1989. 

“We were very fortunate to get a coach 
who’s a hard worker who doesn’t stand for 
anything but success,” Keightlcy said. “You 
don’t get thisTcind of success unless you’re a 
hard worker. Rick gets out and works for 
. this.” 

In 1990, with only eight players on 
scholarship, Pitino led Kentucky to a 14-14 
‘ record and fourth place in Uie Southeastern 
Conference. That year, Kentucky lost its 
.status as the winningest college basketball 
team. The Wildcats have 1,560 wins, second 
to North Carolina’s 1,568. 

Kentucky improved to 22-6 in 1991. Last

Baseball plan targets minorities 

Initiatives to involve minorities in business falls short, says Rev. Jackscp

NEW YORK (AP) — Responding 
to pressure, from civil rights groups, 
major league baseball on Monday 
announced a scries of initiatives 
• designed to' increase minority 
involvement by the 28 teams. 

The plan was immediately 
denounced by the Rev. Jesse Jackson 
as inadequate and misleading. 

The ruling executive council, in 
the wake of the outcry that followed 
derogatory remarks by Cincinnati 
Reds owner Marge Schott, issued a. 
seven-pOint plan aimed at bolstering 
minority hiring in front offices and 
the use of businesses controlled by 
minorities. 

•‘There's teeth in this, program. It’s 
comprehensive,” said executive 
counc il chairm an Bud Selic, callin g 
it a “very significant and serious' 
group of initiatives." 

Jackson, a leading critic of 
baseball’s hiring practices, released a 


letter he sent March 18 to While 
House chief of staff Thomas 
McLarty, Jackson threatened pickets 
next MorfSay outside Camden Yards 
in Baltimore, where President 
Clinton is to throw out the 
ceremonial' first pitch. 

“It completely fails to recognize 
the nature and size of the problem,” 
Jackson said of the plan. He added 
that 'the proposals attempt to 
“camouflage the real picture by 
counting women as minorities." 

The plan called for tcamsjo: 

• include minority candidates- for 
jobs throughout .their organizations 
"within a reasonable time frumc." 

• attempt to attract minorities as 
investors and have “appropriate 
minority participation” on their 
boards of directors. 

• seek minority-owned vendors, 
including doctors, lawyers and 
bankers. 


.*. insist non-minority vendors be 
equal opportunity employers. 

> make new efforts to attract 
' minorities as fans. 

* have their employees undergo 
sensitivity training “unless clearly 
unnecessary.” 

• increase community and 
charitable activities, i . 

The commissioner's office says 17 
percent of front-office employees are 
minorities, up from 2 percent in 
1987. Baseball's seven-man equal 
opportunity committee, which 
drafted the report, rejected the 
establishment of quotas. Jackson has 
demanded specific goals and 
timetables.

Baseball's minority practices came 
under narsh criticism in 1987 after 
remarks by Al Campanis. then 
general manager of the Los Angeles 
Dodgers. 

Debate intensified last full and 
winter when it became public that ‘ 
Schott had made slurs ubout blacks, 
Jews and Japanese. 

On Feb. 3. the council suspended 
Schott for one year, but gave her the 
chance for reinstatement after eight 
months. 

"You’d have to say Marge was the 
catalyst,” Reinsdorf said. “Il made it 
a lot easier. It moved it back to the 
front burner."

Russian lawmakers chip away at Yeltsin’s powers 


MOSCOW (AP) — Lawmakers 
undercut President Boris Yeltsin’s 
power' again Monday and authorized 
an April referendum to let .voters pass 
judgment on Russia’s painful 
economic reforms.

Refugees leave town 
as Bosnia truce holds 


Italian blasts^ Isolated Mitterrand names rightist premier 


TUZLA, Bosnin-Herzegovina (AP) 
— More than 2,000 Muslim refugees 
took advantage of a cease-fire and a 
rare relief convoy Monday to flee the 
eastern enclave of Srebrenica — 
fleeing cold, hunger and encircling 
Serb forces. ' 

Some apparently died en route to 
Tuzla, *45 miles to the northwest. 
Talcs were common'of people falling

many in open trucks. 

The women, children and elderly 
male refugees were packed so tightly 
into the 19 U.N. trucks that they had 
to stand on their luggage; They 
waved with relief as they reached 
safety in the Muslim government- 
held city of Tuzla.

High court hears adjudication case

WASHINGTON - . The federal 
government’s resistance to paying Idaho 
water-court fees went before the nation’s top 
justices Monday, but the U.S. Supreme -Court 
has until midsummer to settle the debate. 

The justices must settle this financial 
' dispute as a district judge untangles the larger 
snarl of the Snake River Basin adjudication, a 
projected 10-year effort to sort out IS3.0Q0 
water rights. 

- - Idaho Deputy Attorney General Clive 
Strong argued the federal government must 
hand over more than S10 million at the 
adjudication’s outset The state calls on each 
water right claimant to pay up based on the 
claim's size. 

The federal government could reserve more 


than one-third of the Snake’s flow. Strong 
said. The federal uses range from domestic 
and livestock water reserves to instream flows’. 

But. federal attorneys insisted that it’s 
enough that the United States has even 
allowed the state to decide the federal portion. 
Assistant U.S. Solicitor ^General Jeffrey P. 
Mincar told the justices that Congress would 
have explicitly stated the need to pay had it 
intended to leave the government open to such 
fees. 

Mineor worried about Uncle Sam might be- 
duped into "paying for the adjudication or 
paying for fees of its adversaries,” he said< 

But Strong disputed the idea that Idahb'was 
soaking the federal government. "We’re not 
singling the United States out," he said -in an 
interview. Thp same formula for filing fees 
applies to all claimants, he said. 

Strong also pointed out to the justices that 


other Western states, such as California, 
Arizona and Oregon imposed filing fees, 
whether flat rate or based on a claim formula. 

“They seemed to pick up on that point." 
Strong later said, describing the justices’ 
reactions. When lawmakers agreed to allow 
states to determine federal water rights claims, 
“Congress was presumed to hove known what 
bodies of state law it was deferring to," he 
explained. 

“Since some states had-fccs, it is presumed 
, Congress knew that” when they gave states 
jurisdiction; Strong said. Therefore, Idaho’s 
filing fee cannot be thought of os a new and 
unfair concoction. '

und Mincar closely, with the most pointed 
queries coming from Justioc Byron White, the 
Colorado native who will retire at the current 
term’s end. - .

Gem court 
OKs prison 
for Kerrigan

BOISE - The Idaho Court of Appeals on 
Monday upheld the conviction and 45-year 
prison term for a man who shot an Idaho 
State Police officer in a ease which prompted 
two new state laws in the 1 993 Legislature. 

Chief Judge Jesse' Walters wrote a 
unanimous decision in which the court 
approved the prison* sentence ordered for 
Shawn. Kerrigan, who was age 23 when he 
wounded ISP Officer Steve Hobbs nearly 
two years ago. — 

District Judge William Woodland ordered 
Kerrigan to serve at least 40 years and up to 
45 years before he can be released. \ 
The ease was cited by lawmakers in 
discussion of two laws approved by the 1993 
session. One grants policemen and firemen 
immediate eligibility for disability benefits 
when they start work. It’s been signed into 
law by Gov. Cecil Andrus. 

Hobbs suffered permanent injuries when 
Kerrigan shot him four times after he 
stopped Kerrigan for a traffic violation on 
Interstate 84 near the Utah border. Hobbs 
didn’t have the 10 years 1 of service required 
to qualify for permanent disability.' 

A second bill, sent to the governor in the 
fmah days of the session, grants children of 
policemen or firemen killed or disabled in' 
the line of duty tuition waivers at Idaho 
colleges. 

The child of a disabled or slain officer or 
firemen can get up to $800 in tuition waivers 
and up to $300 for books and supplies per 
semester. 

Kerrigan’s appeal questioned allowing 
officers to testify on the impact of-the 
shooting. Walters’ decision upheld testimony 
from people who could be considered 
Hobbs’ “community or family.” 

“It is obvious that the unprovoked 
shooting of a state police officer in what 
should have been a routine traffic stop would 
send shock waves through the police force, 
especially iti the officer’s home district The 
shock could, and apparently did, take its 
mental and physical toll on those who dealt 
with the crime or who .knew Officer Hobbs,” 
the judge said. 

"At the same time, the unexpected attack 
on the officer ...apparently made the 
memberi of the district realize that their once 
relatively peaceful enclave had become ... 
part of the regrettable trend towards arbitrary 
acts of violence," he said. 

"Kerrigan also said the sentence was 
excessive. But the court noted that a 
prcscntcncc report showed Kerrigan is 
manipulative, tends to intimidate and exploit 
others, is suspicious and rebellious- toward 
authority and feels no guilt 
“Kerrigan's personality disorder, is the 
-most resistant to treatment known to mental _ 
health professionals, particularly given 
someone with Kerrigan's high level of 
intelligence,” the court said.

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Gem utilities commission gives Idaho 
Power authority to raise, lower rates

BOISE - Idaho Rower will be able 
lo jraise or lower its rates each spring 
to reflect the costs of . producing 
electricity, under an order issued 
Monday by the Idaho Public 
Utilities Commission. • 

Starting this May or June, Idaho 
Power’s rates will be adjusted based 
. on National. Weather- Service 
prcdictions-of- how much water will 
flow through Brownlee Reservoir 
from April through June. 

, Three dam$ downstream from that 
reservoir - Brownlee, Oxbow “and 
Hells Canyon - generate ncurly half 
of the company's -total power in a 
' J ~**nbrmal*’'yearr“ ~ 

Idaho Power’s rates, as set by the 
PUC, arc based on the assumption 
that the , company will generate 
about 60 percent or its power from 
hydroelectric dams, with the real, 
coming from more expensive coal- 
fired plants and other sources. 

However, six years of drought and 
low water flows have drastically cut 
Idaho Power’s hydroelectric power 


generation. Last year, Idaho Power 
spokesman Jeff Bcamun said, hydro 
accounted for 40 percent oT the 
utility’s total power generation. 

That forced Idaho Power to rqly 
more heavily on more expensive 
power sources, which left it in a 
cash crunch. The crunch .wus 
alleviated by "drought surcharges" 
in 1988 and >992; last year’s SIS 
million surcharge added $19 to $20 
to the average residential customer's 
unnuul bill. 

But while approving the 1992 
surcharge, commissioners urged 
Idaho Power to look at the concept 
of a "power cost adjustment’’ (PCA) 
instead. 

Under the PCA order issued 
“Monday, IdahoToWer will nrfirst txr 
allowed to pass only 60 percent of 
any extra cost to customers through 
the PCA. After it files for a general 
rate review, the company will be 
able to pass along 90 percent to 
customers. 

Bu( high wnjcr years-, when the 
cost of producing electricity goes 
down, customers* rate's will go 
down. 


Also, Idaho Power will have lo 
notify the commission whenever the 
, P.CA Is predicted to be greater than 
7 percent. The commission could 
then order the amount over 7 percent 
deferred to a future year. 

"This limit will allow the PCA id 
operate uninterrupted in most years 
but will guard against extreme rate 
shock in very poor years," ihc 
commission said in its order. 

_Thc PCA is .structured. .SO. t hot '. 
residential users, who pay higher 
rates than irrigators and energy- 
intensive industries, will bear less of 
the burden of any increase ‘on a 
percentage basis. 

For cxamplb, if the-PCA for any 
given year was a 7 percent increase, 
“thcaycrageresidential-customcris- 
electricity bill would rifee by 5 
percent. PUC spokesman Cary. 
Richardson said. Other customers' 
rates would rise by more than 7 
percent to compensate. , 

Iduho Power serves abou|,286.000 
customers in southern Idaho. It also 
provides electricity to customers in 
northern Nevada and eastern 
Oregon.

Universal Foods’ earnings for frozen 
foods down 5.6% in last quarter of ’92

TWIN FALLS - Uni vemuf Foods’ 
revenue for its frozen foods division, 
which includes its Twin Falls french- 
fry plant, fell 5.6 percent below 1991 
levels during the Iasi three months of 
1992. 

The decline was expected, the 
corporation said, because of 
competitive pressures on ihc french fry 
market. Profits have been weak 
because the industry had too -many 
plants and loo little demand during the 
nation's recession. 


"The frozen french 6y business now 
appears to be recovering from what 
wus a very tough year?’ the company 
said in its report to shareholders, which 
it recently released. 

Universal. Foods had announced its 
corporate earnings for the quarter 
earlier, but broke earnings down by 
division in the shareholders’ report. Its 
frozen foods division had a total 
revenue of $64.6 million during- the 
'last three months of 1992, down from 
$68.5 million in 1991. 

Universal Foods owns Universal 
Frozen Foods, the largest private 
employer in Twin Falls, with nearly 


1,500 employees. .Universal Frozen 
owns a french fry plant and a division 
headquarters here. 

Last year "fell short of being another 
in a string of record years'," Chairman 
Guy Osborn told shareholders, 
according to the company’s printed 
report of the meeting. “This situation 
occurred as a result of industry 
problems in the frozen french fry 
business." ' ■ 

The parent' company reported a 
profit of $14.5 million during the last 
three months of 1992, virtually 
unchanged, from 1991. Earnings per : 
share were 55 cents, the same as 1991.

D-Carcy, and 
former Democratic senators Mike Burkett of 
Boise and Ron Beitclspachcr of Grangevillc 
to be the candidates — unless Democrats 
convince Attorney General Larry 
EchoHawk to change his mind and run. 

“Unless there’s a draft EchoHawk 
movement, 1 anticipate that’s the group 
we’re going to sec in the Democratic 
primary,” Mauk said. 

Former lieutenant governor Phil Balt, the 
GOP nominee for governor 1 1 years ago, 
has formed an exploratory committee, as has 
Boise businessman J,arry Eastland. Chuck 
Winder of Boise announced plans to run. 
Butt is considered the early front runner. 

Simpson said he doesn’t know where Bait 
stands on key issues. • ’ ' 


“Phil Batt is a good man. He probably 
would n^akc a good governor. I- think wc 
need some new ideas in government, 
though." Simpson said. 

Muuk sounded like the Democrats 
would rather have Eastland os the GOP 
nominee thaniBatf. 

“I’m not sure Phil Batt can beat 
Enstland.” he said. “I’m not convinced 
that Phil Batt is going to be the nominee.”

POCATELLO (AP) — With Idaho leaders 
trying to resolve the state’s wilderness issue, off- 
road vehicle interests arc drawing lines to protect 
their recreation. . 

They are even considering a special designation 
that would limit logging and mining, but allow 4- 
wheet-drivc traffic. 

Meanwhile, Rep. Larry LaRocco, D-Idaho, said 
he would introduce legislation Wednesday to 
resolve the -Wilderness dispute in the 1st 
Congressional District. 

LaRocco said the Idaho Wilderness, Sustainable 
Forests and Communities Act of 1993 will address I 
wilderness in his district, release of roadless lands 
for multiple use and provide some certainty to 
Idaho’-s logging communities by stressing 
sustained-yield management of timber. 

He held eight town meetings attended by 2,000 
Idahoans. 

While the 500, 000-mcmbcr national off-road 
vehicle group BlucRibbon Coalition is not in favor 
of turning Idaho’s 9.3 million acres of roadless 
property into wilderness, its members are willing to 
accept some areas they do not use on condition 
their favorite trails arc kept out of the bill. 

A proposal by wilderness advocates to set aside

Outdated lottery tickets 
prompt reimbursement 


M ore mudslide s fuel 
Fall River controversy 


OGDEN, Utah (AP) — Craig 
Iverson knew his chances of 
winning the Idaho lottery were 
slim. But he didn’t know they 
were nonexistent. 

Iverson received a $10 check 
the other day from the Idaho state 
treasurer’s office, reimbursement 
for two outdated Powerball 
lottery tickets he had purchased 
March 3 from a Mnlad 
convenience store. 

Accompanying the money was 
a letter from a state security 1 
investigator who had determined 
the sale of the outdated tickets 
pfobably was “an honest 
mistake" rather than an attempt 
to defraud the Ogden man. 


But the whole affair taught 
Iverson a lesson. 

“I’m not going to drive up 
there again to buy lottery 
tickets/’ he said, recalling he and 
a number of other people "stood 
in line for two hours in 3-dcgrcc 
weather” only to be sold 
worthless paper. 

It could have.bccn worse. 
Iverson bought only two tickets. 
A* woman in front of him 
apparently bought $500 to $600 
worth of the outdated tickets on 
behalf of a group of Thiokol 
Corp. employees. 

“There were a lot of numbers 
... and I didn’t know what the 
date meant,’’ he said. 


Volunteer says possibility 
of suits may halt service 


LELAND (AP) — Ted Meyer has 
volunteered, his time ils a commis- 
sioner on the Potlatch Cemetery 
Maintenance District for 30 years. 

As an elected, non-paid official, 
Meyer has laid out the final resting 
places for hundreds, helped dig 
graves, sometimes used a post hole 
digger to ' bury cremated remains and 
even cast ashes to the wind in 
accordance with family wishes. 

He has done all of it, said Meyer, 
simply out of a sense of community 
service and the realization that 
someday he will be buried among his 
family and neighbors. . 

But after a recent discussion with 
an insurance agent, Meyer said, he is 
wondering whether his three decades

"He scared me,” Meyer said of the 
agent. “He ^aid you need insurance.

Idaho Fish and Game and the state 
Division of Environmental Quality 
inspected the slides Sunday,. They' 
said they were caused when snow 
excavated from the old Marysville 
Canal was placed on its bank, adding 
weight and moisture to the already 
saturated, unstable soil. 

They said the snow was moved so 
work on the canal could be 
completed in time to ppen it June N 
for irrigators. 

“At this time it appears to be 


project influenced,’’ said Blain 
Drewbs, DEQ water quality officer. 

'Gov. Cecil Andrus opposed 
allowing Marysville to continue after 
Jhc first canal failure. The Federal 
^Energy Regulatory Commission, 
which licenses hydroelectric projects, 
halted it after the June blow-out. But 
it gave Maiysville permission to start 
work again in January.

Woman, husband die in 13-hour span

Savings rate prompts new worries 


Delta plans massive 
layoff, plane Cutbacks 

ATLANTA — Delta Air Lines 
announced Monday that it. will begin 
furloughing 600 'pilots in June as part of 
its plan for rctuming’to profitability. 

The carrier '■ also will retire 12 
additional A-3 10 aircraft and 16 more 
— Bocing-727srsaid‘Ronnld'Allen7 Delta's - 
chairman and chief executive. 

Fred Rollings, marketing director for 
the Salt Lake City hub. said 1.000 pilots 
* are assigned Co Salt Lake City , but there's 
no way of knowing how many of those 
will lose their jobs. 

■ The layoffs, likely, to begin in June, 
will be based on seniority and the needs 
of the airline for certain hubs. “It’s not 
going to he specifically 50 out each of 
each base." Rollings said. 

The moves are expected to save SI 00 
million mutually, for the carrier, which 
has lost more thamS I billion since 
1990. 

Noting that the airline's non-contract 
•employees agreed to lake a 5 percent 
pay cut, Allen blasted the Air Line 
Pilots Association for refusing to take 
similar action. 

When 1 1 percent of Delta’s pilots did 
agree to the pay ’ cut. the union 
’ responded by filing a grievance uguipst 
the company, he told a press 
conference. 

Treasury securities’ interest 
rates end Monday mixed 

WASHINGTON — Interest rates on 
-short-term Treasury securities were 
mixed in Monday's auction. 

The Treasury Department sold $1 l.Z 
billion in three-month bills at ah average 
discount rate of 2.96 percent, up from 
2.94 percent lust week. Another SI 1.2 
billion was sold in six-month bills at an 
average discount rate of 3.04 percent, 
tlpwn front 3.05 percent last week. 

The three-month bill rate was the 
highest since they sold for 3.00 percent 
on Marclt 15. The six- month bill rate was 
. the lowest since they averaged 2.95 
percent on Oct. 1 3. 

The new discount rates understate the 
actual return to investors — 3.02 percent 
for thrce-monih bills with a S 10,000 bill 
selling for S9.925.20 and 3.13 percent for 
a six-month bill selling* for S9.846.30

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consumption rose 0.6 percent, fueled by a 
0.9 percent rise in services and a wcathcr- 
rcloted rise in consumption of utility output.

surveys after President Clinton’s mid- 
February addresses to the nation and to 
Congress outlining an economic plan that 
called for sacrifice and higher taxes. 

David Cohen, an economist at MMS 
International, said the data underlined the 
outsized gains accruing to businesses 
compared with consumers in the recovery 
from recession. “It did remind us that income 
growth has not been that strong throughout 
the expansion,” he Said. “The strength has 
been in the profit side." 

The economy will likely get the benefit of 
increased investment, but whether that 
translates into more income for individuals is 
still a question mark. 

Businesses have been reluctant to meet 
rising-demand by hiring more workers, 
making for a “lopsided recovery," said 
Dederick. • | 


CD makers help environment 
with new short-box packaging

MIAMI — The longbox CD is dead. Long 
live the jewel box. . 

Environmentally conscious artists, notably 
U2 and Sting, have been pressing to 
eradicate ihc 12-inch compact disc 
longboxes, which produce more than 20 
million pounds of garbage a year. 

Retailers had fought to keep GD packages 
large enough to deter shoplifters and fretted 
over the cost of new store nicks, estimated 
by. some at SI 00 million. But. by industry 
agreement, CD makers liuve been phasing 
out the longboxes for a year and won’t be 
shipping any new ones as of Thursday. "It’ll, 
be kind of un ugly transition actually,” said 
Dick Odette, vice president of purchasing 
with the Musicland Group, the nation’s 
largest music retailer with 875 Musicland 
and Sam Goody outlets. "The stores won't 
look very pretty for some period of time."' 

Six companies producing 95 percent of the 
nation’s sound recordings adopted the 5-by- 


SJ4 -inch jewel box as their standard size a 
yenr ago. The packages can be made of 
plastic or cardboard. 

Some manufacturers adapted by shrink- 
wrapping jewel boxes and inserting them in 
longboxes last Christmas, allowing them to 
drop the longbox at any time. 

“Beginning with shipments out the door 
Monday, everything will be shipped in jewel 
box only," said Polygram Distribution Group 
senior vice president David Blaine. His 
company generates $850 million in 
wholesale billings a year, and CDs account 
for more than 6S) percent of the business. 

Retailers at the nation’s 14,000 music 
stores arc responding with new display racks, 
large plastic “keepers" to regain size and 
more visuals to grab. buyers’ attention and 
compensate for the snfallcr product. 

Workers at a Tower Records store in New 
York*? Greenwich Village spent most of a 
recent weekend adjusting.

Water ski pioneer glides 
into worldwide market 


AUBURN, Wash. — •. Denny Kidder, a 
pioneer in fiberglass water ski design, is 
about to take the company he started in 
his garage in 1979 to a broader, 
worldwide arena. 

Kidder says he is close to scaling a deal 
to buy Fanatic, a German maker of 
snowboards and windsurfers. If the 
purchase goes through, the 50-year-old 
Kidder will preside over one of the largest 
. marine sports companies in the nation, a 
consortium with about $60 million in 
sales and a growing job base here. 

Kidder says the deal would let Kidder 
International Inc., the original water ski 
company he started in Kent, Wash., take 
advantage of existing distribution lines for 
water skis and use. its manufacturing and 
support network here to sell Fanatic 
products. "To be successful in the ‘90s, 


you peed synergy, because margins arc a 
lit ‘fcloser,” says Kidder, president of 

f idder International. "The idea is to 
rend overhead costs over a wider scale." 
Kidder's high-end skis, made of 
reinforced fiberglass, quickly gained 
prominence in the water ski industry and 
by 1984 Kidder wns on the Inc. 500 list of 
fastest- growing companies in the nation. 

Last year he sold Kidder to Esmark 
Inc., a holding company in New York that 
also owns Danskin Inc., a dance apparel 
company, and several other water ski 
makers. Kidder says he sold the company 
because it needed access -to more capital 
to grow. Kidder would not say how much 
Esmark paid forJCiddcr International. 

Kidder also 1 became president of 
Esmark Marine Sports Inc., a subsidiary 
with several water ski divisions, including
